excise tax-cutting bill, "veto 
proofing" it with a $433,- 
000,000 a year boost in new 
Jevies on big corporations.

But the ultimate fate of any 


tax reduction at all may be tied:

The House action tossed the 


bill over to the Senate, which 
may take it, revise it, or kill 
it, depending on developments— 
•whether more money for Ameri- 
can fighting equipment will be 
needed. 


The House, with this vote and 


•with its work far ahead of the 
Senate, then made ready to be- 
gin tomorrow a 10-day July 
fourth recess. 


The tax MH would slash the 


excises, many of them imposed 
in World War H, on jewelry, 
Airs, pocketbooks, movies, 
bottle warmers 
and icoras of

These cuts might become effec- 
tive September 1 or October 1. 


While slashing the excises— 


•ometimee called nuisance or sales 
taxes—the measure would make 
up the revenue loss by the boost 
on big corporations, loophole plug- 
ging and other tax revisions.

This is an ABC on the new draft 
act—the Selective Service Act— 
which Congress okayed this week. 
•President Truman will sign it into 
law. 


It will remain law until July 


9, 1951. It is the same draft law 
which has been in effect since 
1948, except for a couple of chan- 
ges, only one of which need be 
mentioned here. 
The new law 
means: 


1. Every youth must register 


with his'-local draft board, or a 
place designated 
by it, within 


five days after reaching his 18th 
birthday. But he can't be drafted 
until he's 19. 


2. Every youth between 19 and 


26—and all between those ages 
must be registered 
— can be 


drafted into the armed forces for 
21 months' service, unless defer- 
red or exempted for one reason 
or another. 


Actually, although this draft 


law has been on Ihe books since 
1948, no one has been drafted in 
the past 18 months. Why? Be- 
cause enough youths have volun- 
tarily enlisted to make drafting 
others unnecessary. 
Enlistments 


are running about 34,000 a month. 


Some will be exempted from 
the draft because they are: 


1. Ministers and students stud- 
ying for the ministry. 


2. Physically, 
mentally 
and 
morally unfit. 


3.

Taft told the Senate 
that Aeheson had opposed inter- 
vention and that he should now 
resign. He charged administra- 
tion "bungling" of Far Eastern 
policy "invited" the Communist 
attack on South Korea and led 
to the present "de facto war." 


The President today asserted 
there never have been any dif- 
ferences on Korean policy in his 
cabinet. He added Taft had not 
spoken the truth in saying Ache- 
son had been reversed in the 
Presidential order Tuesday to pro- 
tect South Korea and Formosa

ships. 


In response to questions, Mr. 


Truman said "we are not at war," 
but rather are undertaking a 
police action in Korea through 
authority of the United Nations. 


He stressed once again that his

• The Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Acheson Plea That We Not 
Let Korea Down Caused 
Truman Decision to Intervene 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON.—The emergency cabinet ses- 


sion held by President Truman immediately 
after the attack on South Korea was one of the 
most dramatic since V-E day. 


The President had just flown in from Inde- 


pendence, Mo., to find Secretary of State Ache- 
son, Secretary of Defense Johnson, Secretary of 
the Army Pace, Secretary of the Navy Mat- 
thews, Secretary of Ait Finletter, chairman of 
th« joint chiefs of staff Omar Bradley, Air 
Fore* Gen. Hoyt Vandenberg and various others 
•waiting for him. 


"First I must call Mrs. Truman and tell her 


I've arrived safely; I always do that," the 
President said, referring to the fact that Mrs. 
Truman was still in Missouri. 


"You make yourselves at home," he con- 


tinued. "I've ordered dinner and alter we eat 
well sit around and talk this thing out. I want 
to hear from every one of you." 


After the meal the military chiefs gave their 


estimates of the Korean situation. Secretary 
Johnson said he expected the South Koreans to 
hold. General Bradley was more cautious, 
pointing out that it was a difficult country to 
defend. He said he expected rapid gains by the 
Communists on the first day, after which he 
*xp«cted three south Korean divisions to form 
• defense line, perhaps south of Seoul. 
BiUMia's Real Goal Iran? 
Bradley raised the important question of 


whether the Korean attack was a main Soviet 
blow, or merely a diversionary tactic aimed to 
attract our attention away from other areas, 
He warned that the main Hussian punch might 
be at Iran, since Russia was badly in need of 
oil. He also warned that Iran was weak and 
cautioned that we should not overcommit our- 
selves in Korea. 


Navy and Air Force officials reported that 


both their branches were strong in the north 
Pacific and ready for any emergency. They 
•were less cautious than General Bradley. 


Th« most dramatic statement of the evening 


was made by Secretary Acheson. It was his 
plea •which tipped the scales in the President's 
mind and caused Truman to make the momen- 
tou* decision to intervene actively in Korea. 
Acheson, the man who has been pilloried in 
the Seriate for allegedly concealing Communists 
in the State Department told the group that if 
we let Korea down, we would suffer a crippling 
defeat in the eyes of the world. 


Our credit with the nations which had to 


worry about how far they can go to stop com- 
munism and Russia will be nil, Acheson said. 
Unless we make a firm stand in Korea, he em- 
phasized, the Russians will continue with the 
conquest of Indo-China, then take over Japan 
internally. 


Truman 
listened 
quietly; 
occasionally he 


asked a question. After all had finished, he 
made a brief statement which can be sum- 
marized as follows: 


"I think I understand pretty well what the 


Russians are trying to do. I've been through 
it all from Potsdam. 


"If this is a major Russian move, and the 


Soviet is committed to supply brains, men and 
supplies to win Korea, then this, gentlemen, 
may be the start of V/orld War III. 


"I gather from what you have reported to 


me that this is not the case. Korea has no stra- 
tegic lvalue, except politically. It has no oil. If 
the Communists lose it can be considered by 
Moscow merely a.civil war put clown by Ameri- 
can imperialists. 


"However, we cannot let Russia get away 


with this. We must exhaust all peaceful means 
through the United Nations to stop the attack. 
We should get all possible arms aid there— 
fly it in. If the Koreans can set up a defense 
line, that will give us time to find out just 
what is behind the attack and how deeply 
Russia is committed." 


NOTE—The State Department believes mere 


arms aid won't help Korea; that she must have 
U.S. troops. 


Truman Takes Responsibility 
After the President had made the decision, 


he told his advisers that he himself would take 
full responsibility. 


"I think I know the Russians and how they 


operate better than any man," he told his mili- 
tary and diplomatic chiefs. "I've been dealing 
with them for 'five years. At the slightest sign 
of weakness they take advantage of you. They 
respect firmness and firmness alone. We must 
show them that we mean business—that is the 
only way we can prevent another world war." 


Truman added that no man wanted peace 


more than he or had tried harder to get along 
with the Russians. 
Argue Over Announcement 
The President slept on the momentous prob- 


lem as he usually does before making a difficult. 
decision and it was not xintil the next day 
Monday, that he decided to send the 7th fleet 
and U.S. Air Forces, into Korea. 


Afcer placing General MacArthur in com- 


mand, a good part of Monday night was taken 
up with an argument carried on by teletype 
across the Pacific as to whether the White 
House or MacArthur should make the historic 
announcement. 


MacArthur himself wanted to announce to 


Hie world that he had assumed command 
of. 


tT.S. Navy and Air Forces and that they were 
already en route to Korea. 


However, the President wanted to make it 


clear that the decision was his, and was in- 
sistent that MacArthur hold back hig announce- 
ment. 


Significantly, Senator Taft told a closed-door 


meeting of the Republican Senate caucus on 
that same Monday, "I don't want to b* stam- 
peded into a war." 


Military men advised the President that U.S. 


air and naval forces were far superior to Rus- 
sians in the north Pacific area, though our 
ground forces were' Inferior. That is why nd 
ground forces will be landed in Korea. 


They also advised that there were suspicious 


Russian troop movements near the Yugoslav 
border and that the Korean attack might be 
the beginning of A general Soviet campaign in 
various parts of the world. 


Those who watched the emergency cabinet 


session compared it to another historic invasion 
in September 1931, when the Jap war lords 
invaded Manchuria. At that time the secretary 
of state, Henry L. Stimson, did his best to get 
the United States and the League of Nations 
to act. But President Hoover, cautious and wor- 
ried, held back. 


Stimson is still of the opinion that it the 


United States had then moved vigorously, the 
Japs would have backed down. Thus, a great, 
bloody, eventual war in the Far East might 
have been averted. 


Observers also remember another historic 


crisis in March 1836 when Hitler marched into 
the Ruhr, and when the French debated all day 
as to whether they should fight back. The 
French cabinet wanted to resist, but the French 
chief of staff said no. 


At that time many diplomats felt that had 


France 
acted decisively Hitler's swaggering 


march and eventual war would have been 
stopped cold. Their opinion was confirmed 
after V-E day when captured German docu- 
ments showed that Hitler's troops were given 
a double set of orders when they invaded the 
Ruhr. One order was to march. The second 
order was to retreat in case the French resisted. 


Some observers believe the Russian-inspired 


drive into Korea likewise was a probing opera- 
tion, aimed to test out American nerve, with a 
second set of orders in the pockets of Korean 
Communist commanders. 
Backstage With the Diplomats 
Just before the Korean crisis, President Tru- 


man discussed with close advisers the idea of 
a new peace plan that he would announce to 
the U.N. General Assembly in September. . . 
Despite newspaper headlines, it's not true'that 
Hungary asked for the return of the famed 
crown of St. Stephen in return for releasing 
Robert Vogeler. What Hungary asked, for is 
that the Voice of America give up its present 
wave-length in broadcasting to Hungary. There 
was a previous mutual agreement between Hun- 
gary and the U.S.A. that this wave-length was 
to be used, however, and the State Department 
isn't going to change it. This demand, inci- 
dentally, wag an afterthought by the Hun- 
garians. . . . Ambassador Lew Douglas has 
cabled from London that the British Labor gov- 
ernment is in no danger of falling because of 
its opposition to the Schuman plan for merging 
European steel and coal. On the contrary, British 
unions approve the government's stand, fear the 
French plan would drag down British wages. 
. . . Italy and southern France are being flooded 
with counterfeit $10 and $20 bills, and Moscow 
is suspected. A dozen U.S. secret service agents 
have gon* to Europe to break up the counter- 
feit rings. They believe Moscow is financing 
its Communist parties in Italy and France with 
these counterfeit bills, which are extremely 
hard to detect because they are the work pf 
German engravers, taken to Russia after the 
war. 


U. S. Action in Korean Crisis 
May be Landmark to Peace

The United States, acting under President 


Truman's orders, is moving with high courage 
and great good sense to answer the brazen chal- 
lenge flung in Korea by the Soviet Union. 


This was a moment of grave importance for 


the whole free world. It was a moment that re- 
called the fatal milestones 'leading to war in 
the 1930s—Hitler's march into the German 
Rhineland, Mussolini's strike against Ethiopia, 
the Japanese invasion of Manchuria. 


Acting with the support and concurrence of 


the United Nations, Mr. Trurran boldly demon- 
strated that freedom-loving peoples have indeed 
learned the brutal lessons of the 1930s. 


Spineless appeasement of aggressors only em- 


boldens them to strike harder and harder. Each 
time it is more difficult to halt them, until 
finally only-global conflict can crush their ruth- 
less ambitions. The time to stop an aggressor is 
the first time, and this we and our friends 
abroad are clearly resolved to do. 


Mr. Truman ordered our Navy and Air Force 


to the aid of South Korea. He insisted that our 
military effort be strictly defensive, that there 
be no attack on the territory of the invading 
North Koreans. No Russian clamor that this is 
"American aggression" will likely impress the 
world. 


The United Nations, itself under its greatest 


test, voted courageously to impose military 
sanctions against the aggressor. The action is 
unprecedented, but it is supremely worthy of 
the UN's purpose to preserve world peace. 


In these moves, coupled with our announced 


intent to protect Formosa, the Philippines and 
Indo-China with varying degrees of assistance, 
there is more than the learning of old lessons. 


At one brilliant stroke we are showing Asia, 


Europe and the whole world that the United 
States means what it says when it speaks for 
freedom and peace. We are showing that we 
do not let our friends down in time of need. 
This demonstration already is having a tonic 
effect everywhere on the globe. 


Moreover, we have vastly improved our stra- 


tegic situation in the Far East by drawing For- 
mosa back into our defensive network. We have 
added one more fort—a vital one—to our Pacific 
defense line. 


Neither President Truman nor anyone else 


cognizant of the realities would deny that there 
is risk of war with Russia in the course we have 
chosen. No one doubts the Soviet Union ordered 
North Koreans to attack, since their government 
is a supine puppet of Moscow's. 


But it is the considered judgment of our top 


military and diplomatic experts that Russia does

SOME STEPS TOWARD PHYSICAL HEALTH 


If we are not at our best physically, if the physical basis 


of our abundant living is poor, we can improve it, perfect it. 
The following stops may help, 


(1) Get a thorough physical examination by a competent 
doctor, preferably by one who i* not a materialist, but one who 
sees the interlocking of body and spirit. The mere materialist, 
the one who sees disease as only physical in origin, is as out- 
of-date in advancing medicine as the Chinese medicine man 
puncturing the patients to let the devils out. On the other 
hand, don't go to one who says that disease is only of mental or 
spiritual origin. He is equally dangerous and equally liable 
to write you a pass to a graveyard, or if not as far as that, 
then to an inlirmary. 


(2) If there are physical weaknesses, take the next step 
and ask whether they arc of physical or spiritual origin. Some 
may turn out to be of physical origin, and an operation or 
medication may correct them. Don't hesitate to let God heal 
you through the surgeon or physician. The real surgeon or 
physician recognizes that he does not heal. As one doctor 
says: "I only clear the way; Nature or God does the healing." 
Jesus did not hesitate to use physical remedies; for instance, 
He made clay and anointed the eyes of the blind man. Don't 
be more spiritual than God, who has planted in nature physical 
remedies for physical diseases, 


(3) There is a third important origin of disease or health 
which is the newest and yet the oldest branch of science— 
nutrition. This is the oldest branch in that man has always 
been compelled to clcai with it; and the newest, tn that we 
are just now beginning to treat nutrition scientifically. Dr. 
James S, McLester says: "In the past, science has conferred on 
those people who have availed themselves of the newer know- 
ledge of intectious diseases, better health and a greater average 
length of life 
In the future, it promises to those races who 
will take advantage of the new knowledge of nutrition a larger 
stature, greater vigor, increased longevity, and a higher level 
of cultural development."

The Doctor Says— 
Firecrackers Have a Record 
Of Being a Holiday Hazard

Somehow noise is always asso- 


ciated in our minds with celebrat- 
ing. So far as fireworks are con- 
cerned, however, the death, blind- 
ness or loss of a finger or hand is 
so serious that the slight pleasure 
which we might get out of it is 
not worth the risk. 
There are 


other safer ways of enjoying life 
on the Fourth of July, 


Blindness is a heavy price to 


pay 
for 
celebrating. 
Yet fire- 


crackers or other fireworks have 
caused loss of vision of one or 
both eyes to many people in recent 
years. 


The eyes are not the only organs 


which have suffered injury from 


Fourth of July fireworks explo- 
sives. Fingers, hands and legs have 
been lost and injured in large 
numbers. 


In 1937, twenty people were 


killed by the effects of fireworks 
and although this fell to six killec 
in 1946, the pleasure of seeing a 
firecracker explode hardly justi- 
fies such carnage. 


Many of these accidents have 


been heart-rending. In 1946, foi 
example, 
a 
scventeen-year-oic 


Milwaukee boy was killed while 
in swimming when a large five- 
cracker was tossed in the watei 
near him. The explosion caused 
ruptured lung fom which he die 
not recover. The same year in 
Fall River, Massachusetts, a six- 
teen-yeai -old school boy lost his 
lefthand because of the explosion 
of a home-made bomb. 
Laws Helped 
In order to cut down the toll of 


firecrackcis and fireworks injur- 
ies, many stales 
have 
adopts 


la\\s forbidding the sale and dis- 
tribution of these explosives. The 
results of these laws have been 
excel 1 en I. 


A steady reduction in fireworks 


accidents has occurred since state 
legislatures began taking an inter- 
est in the problem, In 1939, for 
example, 7933 accidents were re- 
corded 
from 
fireworks on the 


Fourth; in 1946, only 903 were re- 
ported. 


Fiieworks aie not the only dan- 


gers 
of 
this 
summer 
holiday. 


Drowning, automobile accidents 
and other disasters occur all too 
frequently on the Fourth. Acci- 
dents are high on the list of causes 
for death and disability. Many of 
them could be avoided by a little 
caution and thoughtfulness.

That 
conviction unquestionably entered into our deci- 
sion to act firmly, and also to approach Russia 
directly in an appeal to her leaders to call off 
the Korean offensive. 


But even had we lelt the chance of war was 


greater, we still would have had to mske this 


gamble. For war is -not halted by encouraging 
an aggressor. It can only be prevented by the 
concerted demonstration of peace-loving peo- 
ples that aggression cannot succeed. 


Mr. Truman's decision is historic. 
It may 


prove to be one of the great landmarks in the 
cause of world peace.

American secular and religious teacliers have 


postulated time after time that racial or relig- 
ious prejudice is acquired rather than instinctive. 
Hence when children begin to exhibit tendencies 
in this direction, the cause must be sought in their 
social environment. Especially in their homes. 


When a child hears a thoughtless father or 


mother make a nastly remark about another racial 
or religious group the child is already beginning to 
form what Walter Lippman has called "pictures 
in the head"—impressions that may in later years 
crystallize into a harsh dogmatism toward other 
races or creeds. 


It is inescapably clear that a particular obli- 


gation rests upon parents to implement' and not 
undermine, the democratic precepts taught their 
children in school. Besides the spiritual risk they 
run by scandalizing their charges, heedless par- 
ents actually help to perpetuate lor their children 
racial and religious bigotries which have brought 
suffering and hardship to countless numbers. 


One authority has observed that most of our 


prejudices are instilled before the age of ten. An- 
other has asserted that, given control of children 
up to the age of seven, a generation would fol- 
low free of every taint of inter-religious or inter- 
racial bias. 


On one thing most authorities are agreed. 


With parents cooperating in the manner that rea- 
son and religion demand, the school may begin 
with confidence to pit its influence against what- 
ever intolerances exist in the community. 


Under the twin guidiance of parent and 


teacher, it should be possible to imbue the child 
with the ideal of democracy to an extent that will 
enable him to resist any temptation in mature 
years to espouse the cause of bigotry and dissen- 
sion.

No account of Bible characters 


is complete that does not begin 
with Abraham. 
He was to the 


land of Palestine, and to the peo- 
ple of Israel, something of what 
Clumbus was to America, but a 
great deal more. 


In a sense he was a discoverer 


and pioneer, laying the founda- 
tions of the life of a people in a 
new environment, but he was a 
spiritual leader, a man of vision 
in things of the soul, far beyond 
Us time, as well as a physical 
leader 
of 
resoursefulness 
and 


courage. 


His great trek to Palestine from 


far-off 
Ur in Chaldea seems to 


have had Us inception m a spirit- 
ual vision and awakening. There, 
in an idolatrous home and envi- 
ronment, he had a conception o£ 
God who was a living Being, of 
goodness and character in wor- 
ship. 


It is easy to read into the past 


conceptions of a later time, and 
the God of Israel to the eye of 
realism seems at times to have 
been little more than a tribal 
deity. But, if so, it was a relapse 
into something far less than the 
lofty and noble conception of God, 
and man's relation to God, clearly 
manifested in fhe story of Abra- 
ham. 


Consider 
thesr 
things. 
Here 


(Genesis 18:23-33) 
is 
Abraham 


pleading for the righteous mi- 
nority against the destruction of 
Sodom and Gomorrah. The great 
significance 
of 
that 
incident 


should not be missed. How dif- 
ferent is the conception of a God 
with whom msn can reason, espe- 
cially about Tightness, from that 
of a god of wood or stone to 
which man bows in blind fear or 
superstition! 


How real was Abraham's reli- 


gion was manifested in the re- 
markable story of the strife be- 
tween Abraham's herdsmen and 
Lot's (Genesis 13). Here was a 
man whose hatred of war and 
strife was so deep that he was 
svilling to forego his own inter- 
ests, and what he might have con- 
sidered 
his rights, to prevent 


strife. 
In that respect the world 


has a long way to go to catch 
up with Abraham. 


Whatever was great in Isaac 


and Jacob was chiefly an inheri- 
tance 
from 
Abraham. 
Neither 


was as great in his own right and 
the story of Jacob is of outstand- 
ing interest because of the strug- 
gle between good and evil, and 
the ultimate triumph of faith and 
right in a man of shifty character 
and a checkered career. 


It is something when a man of 


selfishness, grabbing for himself, 
becomes a man of faith. 
Jacob 


suffered for his sins, but the story 
of Peniel (Genesis 32:24-32) has 
preserved a memory of what was 
oest in him.
